The  Council  Members  joined  in  for  a  Pledge  of  Allegiance  to  the 
Flag,  followed  by  a  moment  of  silence  for  George  McGrimley, 
formerly  of  the  Boston  Teachers  Union,  who  has  passed  away. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Minutes  of  the  April  18,  1991  Executive  Council 
Meeting.   So  voted. 

PRESIDENT'S  REPORT: 

President  Faherty  reported  on  attending  meetings  with  V.P.  Nigro 
and  Secretary  of  Labor  Morris  regarding  plans  for  a  Pension 
Investment  conference;  on  speaking  at  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
Environmental  Committee  conference  and  that  he  had  been 
disappointed  at  the  number  of  being  in  attendance  and 
complimented  Committee  Chair  Nick  Zeo,  from  the  APWU  and  noted 
this  committee  was  concerned  both  with  the  environment  and  with 
the  creation  of  jobs;  on  attending  meetings  with  Legislative 
Director  Foley  regarding  drafting  of  Workers  Compensation  bill 
language  and  reported  it  was  his  feeling  that  no  one  knows  what 
will  come  out  of  such  meetings  and  that  Labor  was  not  getting 
much  support  from  our  so-called  Legislative  friends  on  this  issue 
and  that  the  Legislative  Director  would  be  making  a  further 
report  on  this  issue  to  the  Council;  on  the  issue  and  crisis 
affecting  Health  Care  benefits  for  state  employees,  President 
Faherty  advised  that  V.P.  Felder  has  been  deeply  involved  and 
would  advise  the  Council  members  as  to  the  status  of  benefits  for 
State  workers;  on  meeting  with  Director  Foley  and  Ed  Welch  from 
the  Michigan  AFL-CIO  regarding  a  plan  that  would  address  Workers 
Compensation  nationwide.  President  Faherty  commented  on  one  of 
the  issues  of  putting  together  a  national  Workers  Compensation 
program  was  that  one  could  not  even  get  put  together  in  this 
state. 


The  President  further  advised  on  attending  a  dinner  honoring 
retirees  of  the  Boston  Police  Patrolman's  Association  and  that 
over  600  people  had  attended;  on  attending  along  with  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Haynes  a  meeting  of  the  N.E.  Council  in  Washington, 
D.C.  and  that  each  of  the  members  of  the  Mass.  Congressional 
Delegation  had  been  invited  by  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  to  attend  a 
reception  during  this  event  and  that  he  was  disappointed  in  that 
only  the  Senior  Senator  Ted  Kennedy  had  shown  up  and  that  he  had 
received  word  from  Congressman  Markey  that  he  could  not  attend 
and  that  the  other  members  of  the  Delegation  did  not  participate. 

President  Faherty  reported  on  meeting  with  the  Cardinal's 
Challenge  to  Leadership  Committee  which  was  presently  involved  in 
planning  a  conference  in  November;  on  meeting  with  AFL-CIO  Reg. 
Director  Frank  Myers  and  Vincent  O'Brien  of  the  National  AFL-CIO 
regarding  the  coordination  of  the  National  AFL-CIO 's  Solidarity 
Day  scheduled  to  be  held  in  Washington,  D.C.  on  August  31st  and 
noted  this  would  be  the  10  year  anniversary  of  Solidarity  Day 
which  was  attended  by  over  400,000  trade  unionists  who  converged 
on  Washington,  D.C.  from  throughout  the  Country.  The  President 
further  noted  that  discussions  and  problems  are,  taking  place 
regarding  the  timing  of  such  event  in  that  many  Labor 
Organizations  have  plans  to  hold  local  events  in  honor  of  Labor 
Day  which  would  coincide  with  the  1993  Solidarity  Day  event. 
President  Faherty  further  noted  Organized  Labor  would  have  to  get 
deeply  involved  in  this  event  or  Labor  would  fall  flat  on  its 
face  and  that  the  National  AFL-CIO  theme  would  be  Health  Care  for 
All,  passage  of  Anti-Scab  legislation  and  the  issue  of  the  Fast 
Track  legislation  which  would  affect  trade  with  Mexico. 

At  this  time,  President  Faherty  reported  on  a  meeting  that  was 
held  with  Senator  Kerry  regarding  the  Senator's  position  on  fast 
track  which  was  one  of  being  off  track  with  Organized  Labor.  He 
urged  the  Vice  Presidents  to  contact  by  letter  Senator  Kerry's 
office  urging  reconsideration  of  his  present  position  on  this 
legislation. 

At  this  time,  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  he  had  attended 
the  meeting  with  Senator  Kerry,  representatives  of  the  ILGWU,  UAW 
and  UFCW  and  requested  that  the  Senator  keep  an  open  mind 
regarding  this  issue  and  that  he  let  it  be  known  to  the  Senator 
that  jobs  would  be  lost  if  Fast  Track  passed.  He  noted  it  would 
take  some  doing  to  convince  him  to  change  his  mind  and  urged  the 
Vice  Presidents  to  contact  the  Senator  personally  on  this  issue. 

President  Faherty  further  reported  on  attending  as  a  member  the 
Energy  Siting  Council  and  noted  that  was  the  first  meeting  since 
he  had  been  appointed  a  member  in  November  and  noted  it  was  very 
important  that  Labor  have  a  voice  especially  as  it  was  relating 
to  the  Edgar  Energy  station  situation;  on  attending  meeting  of 
the  Pioneer  Valley  Central  Labor  Council  regarding  the  District  I 
Congressional  election  of  John  Olver  and  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
and  the  CLC's  have  endorsed  Sen.  Olver  for  Congress  against 
Republican  Steven  Pierce  and  noted  that  Sen.  Olver  could  be 
elected  if  Labor  got  out  its  vote.    He  then  had  passed  out 


literature  put  out  by  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  that  was  to  be 
distributed  to  union  members  in  the  1st  CD.  and  through  mailings 
to  local  unions.  He  noted  Labor  wants  a  Democratic  Congressman 
elected  in  that  area  and  that  money  from  various  International 
Unions  was  coming  in.  He  further  urged  the  Vice  Presidents  to 
contact  their  respective  International  Unions  for  COPE 
contributions  to  this  campaign  and  that  reguests  already  have 
gone  out  to  them  regarding  this  race.  He  noted  the  money  would 
be  used  to  pay  off  the  primary  campaign  debt  and  to  purchase 
media  coverage  for  the  final  election. 

President  Faherty  reported  that  National  AFL-CIO  COPE  had  a 
Regional  Meeting  held  at  the  Sheraton  Tara  and  Braintee  and  that 
it  was  not  a  cordial  meeting  for  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  in  that  the 
National  AFL-CIO  wanted  to  set  up  its  own  campaign  by  hiring 
people  who  would  be  paid  to  work  on  the  1st  CD.  election  and 
noted  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  already  had  volunteers  and 
phonebanks  in  place  to  do  this  very  kind  of  work  and  noted  the 
campaign  that  was  put  together  by  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  in 
January  with  Rich  Rogers  was  in  place  and  on  target  at  this  time. 
President  Faherty  also  reported  that  there  had  been  dialogue  with 
National  AFL-CIO  COPE  in  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  had  owed  them 
$10,000  for  last  years  election  COPE  activities  in  Massachusetts 
and  that  it  had  been  suggested  to  COPE  that  the  Massachusetts 
AFL-CIO  would  pay  off  this  amount  in  kind  and  that  National 
COPE's  response  was  no.  President  Faherty  also  reported  that  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  Senior/Retiree  programs  would  be  actively  involved 
in  the  1st  CD  race  in  that  polls  were  indicated  that  senior 
citizens  were  going  to  vote  for  Pierce  vs.  Olver. 

The  President  reported  on  meetings  of  the  Massachusetts  Jobs 
Council  which  is  being  revamped  by  the  new  Administration  in  that 
they  were  trying  to  do  things  in  more  of  an  entrepreneurial  way. 
He  noted  the  MJC  was  very  important  but  Labor  has  its  own  agenda 
in  that  the  dislocated  workers  program  and  Employment  and 
Training  programs  had  been  cut  off. 

President  Faherty  advised  on  meeting  with  Attorney  General 
Harshbarger  regarding  the  issue  of  Sunday  store  openings  and 
noted  the  Attorney  General  is  with  us  on  it  but  will  not  be  out 
front  but  would  prosecute  any  cases  if  brought  before  him. 

On  discussions  regarding  the  Edgar  Energy  Park,  President  Faherty 
noted  the  Attorney  General  is  relying  more  on  his  staff  than  on 
his  friends  in  labor  regarding  this  matter  and  noted  the  Attorney 
General  has  stated  that  it  was  his  duty  to  see  that  the  consumer 
gets  the  best  price  for  a  product. 

The  President  reported  on  the  Annual  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Scholarship 
Awards  Banguet  and  that  over  $170,000  in  scholarship  awards 
money  had  been  given  out  and  noted  Secretary-Treasurer  and 
Education  Director  Haynes  would  be  reporting  on  this  event.  He 
further  reported  on  attending  meetings  at  the  Labor  Guild 
regarding  plans  for  the  May  29  Labor/Management  Conference  to  be 
held  at  Boston  College. 


President  Faherty  advised  he  had  a  meeting  with  Congressman 
Joseph  Kennedy  who  stopped  by  to  say  hello  and  that  after  a 
discussion  with  him  it  was  noted  he  was  leaning  the  wrong  way  on 
the  Fast  Track  legislation  and  that  after  his  discussion  the 
Congressman  had  become  convinced  that  an  open  debate  on  the  issue 
was  in  fact  needed  in  Congress  and  that  Labor's  position  was  the 
way  to  go  and  was  convinced  with  Labor's  views.  He  also  noted  he 
would  be  in  need  of  contributions  for  his  campaign  fundraiser. 

The  President  reported  on  meeting  in  Washington,  D.C.  with  the 
National  AFL-CIO  COPE  Committee  on  behalf  of  John  Olver's 
congressional  campaign  and  noted  that  Sen.  Olver  was  well  liked 
by  the  International  Unions  and  the  COPE  Committee  members.  He 
also  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  that  the  AFL-CIO  COPE 
financial  contribution  to  this  campaign  was  not  sent  through  the 
officers  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  to  Sen.  Olver  but  was  presented  to 
the  Olver  Campaign  by  an  AFL-CIO  staff  person.  On  meetings  of 
the  Workers  Compensation  Advisory  Council,  the  President  reported 
that  he  along  with  Advisory  Council  members  Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  and 
V.P.  Mahar  have  been  looking  at  various  pieces  of  legislation 
that  has  been  filed  affecting  compensation  and  that  the  Advisory 
Council  could  reach  no  consensus  on  these  bills  and  voted  to  take 
no  position  and  to  so  notify  the  Legislature.  He  further  advised 
that  he  and  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  testified  on  the  Weld  Plan 
on  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Trust  Fund  and  that  many  of  the 
V.P.'s  were  in  attendance  and  noted  that  HERE,  Local  26  President 
Bozzotto  had  put  out  a  letter  to  support  the  Weld  Plan  which  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  was  testifying  and  fighting  in  opposition  of.  He 
further  noted  such  communication  would  be  published  to  get  the 
word  out  of  26 's  actions. 

President  Faherty  reported  on  attending  along  with  Secretary- 
Treasurer  Haynes  the  Health  Care  Conference  co-sponsored  by  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO,  University  of  Massachusetts  and  North  East  Council 
in  Amherst  at  which  he  had  hoped  to  come  out  with  a  consensus  on 
the  health  care  issue  and  noted  as  a  result  of  the  Conference  a 
letter  was  being  drafted  commenting  on  dissatisfaction  of  the 
participants  with  the  AFL-CIO  in  coming  up  with  a  Health  Care 
Plan. 

The  President  advised  on  meeting  with  Legislative  Director  Foley 
and  Senate  President  Bulger  regarding  the  Sen.  President's  plan 
to  try  to  change  the  Massachusetts  state  constitution  regarding 
aid  to  public  schools  and  noted  Pres.  Bulger  was  not  very  pleased 
with  the  conversation  that  took  place  during  the  meeting  in  that 
the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  has  always  been  a  proponent  and 
supporter  of  public  education  and  access  for  everyone. 

President  Faherty  reported  meeting  with  Pres.  of  the  Building 
Trades  Leo  Purcell  and  Priscilla  Golding  of  the  Women  in  the 
Building  Trades  regarding  the  unemployment  rate  for  women  in  the 
trades  and  what  is  going  on  with  her  program;  attended  a  press 
conference  announcing  a  plan  to  put  a  cap  on  medical  costs  in 
support  of  the  public  employee  unions  and  their  concepts  of 


capping  all  medical  costs  and  advised  that  AIM  has  filed  a  bill 
not  only  to  cap  medical  costs  but  to  also  call  for  a  total  freeze 
and  that  AIM  did  not  participate  in  the  press  conference. 

The  President  reported  speaking  at  a  rally  of  Building  Trades 
unions  regarding  the  use  of  convict  labor  for  state  construction 
work  which  was  sponsored  by  the  Mass.  and  Boston  Building  Trades 
Councils  and  that  it  had  received  good  written  press  and  that 
over  200  had  attended.  He  noted  that  one  of  the  the  problems  was 
that  the  state  was  using  convicts  to  paint  at  the  State  House  and 
it  was  found  out  that  there  was  lead  in  the  paint  that  was  being 
removed  which  amounted  to  70%  higher  than  the  standards 
acceptable  which  was  a  direct  violation  of  the  law.  He  also 
noted  that  the  Sheriff  of  Middlesex  County  when  informed  of  the 
potential  health  problems  caused  by  such  paid  did  in  fact  pull 
out  the  convicts  from  the  jobs. 

At  this  time,  President  Faherty  announced  the  Irish  American 
Labor  Coalition  Awards  Dinner  would  be  held  on  Thursday  evening, 
June  6,  1991  at  the  BTU  and  the  recipients  this  year  would 
include  William  Wynn,  International  President  of  the  UFCW,  Kevin 
Cotter,  BM  of  Plumbers  Local  #12,  State  Representative  James 
Brett  and  BRA  Director  Stephen  Coyle. 

President  Faherty  reported  on  meetings  and  contact  with  the 
Secretary  of  Labor,  Christine  Morris  and  his  personal  observation 
of  the  position  of  Secretary  Labor,  her  role  in  this  position, 
her  labor  background  and  updated  the  Vice  Presidents  on  issues 
and  areas  she  has  been  involved  in  with  Labor  since  being  named 
to  that  position  and  also  on  her  being  the  guest  speaker  at  the 
IRRA  Dinner  in  that  after  her  presentation  she  had  to  depart  and 
would  not  take  any  questions  from  the  audience.  He  also  advised 
that  there  were  rumors  going  around  that  possibly  three 
Secretariats  would  be  abolished,  one  being  the  Secretary  of  Labor 
and  of  questions  arising  that  would  Labor  benefit  from  keeping 
this  position  or  by  seeing  it  abolished.  He  further  advised  that 
the  present  Secretary  of  Labor  had  abolished  the 
JTPA/EOL/Dislocated  Worker  Program  and  the  question  was  would 
Labor  now  protect  her  by  assisting  in  retaining  her  present 
position.  President  Faherty  noted  there  was  merit  on  both  sides 
to  abolish  or  to  retain. 

President  Faherty  noted  attending  along  with  Secretary-Treasurer 
Haynes  a  McCormack  Institute  Conference  and  noted  it  was  called 
"After  the  Honeymoon"  regarding  the  Weld  Administration  and  was 
advised  the  Weld  Administration  needed  Labor  for  input;  on 
speaking  at  the  Mass.  Federation  of  Teachers  Convention  at  the 
invite  of  V.P.  Devlin  and  noted  over  300  delegates  from  around 
the  state  had  attended  the  one  day  Saturday  convention  and  that 
they  had  been  successful  in  getting  through  a  dues  increase;  that 
his  team  at  the  Annual  Scholarship  Awards  Golf  Tournament  had 
come  in  three  under  par;  noted  that  the  Vice  Presidents  should 
have  received  information  on  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  COPE  Fundraiser 
Boat  cruise  set  for  June  27  which  will  honor  Congressman  Joseph 
Kennedy,  Representative  Suzanne  Bump  and  Secretary  of  State 


Michael  Connolly  and  that  tickets  were  available  through  the 
Council  office  at  $100.00  each  and  that  President  Emeritus  Osborn 
would  be  contacting  unions  for  their  participation  and  further 
urged  the  Vice  Presidents  for  their  participation  and  support  in 
this  COPE  fundraising  event. 

At  this  time,  President  Faherty  announced  that  there  would  be  a 
caucus  of  the  Industrial  Union  Vice  Presidents  with  Exec.  V.P. 
Phinney  directly  following  the  Council  luncheon. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Felder  inguired  as  to  whether  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  would  coordinate  the  effort  for  Solidarity 
Day  or  would  the  local  unions  be  responsible  for  putting 
something  together. 

President  Faherty  advised  that  John  Laughlin  has  been  assigned  to 
this  and  that  the  Council  is  having  a  problem  with  booking  train 
transportation  in  that  that  particular  weekend  was  the  second 
most  heavily  traveled  by  train  and  the  major  problem  also  was 
that  Solidarity  Day  would  fall  on  a  Saturday  and  that  the  Council 
would  be  working  on  the  problems. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Chirillo  publicly  thanked  President  Faherty 
for  attending  a  meeting  with  Tom  Broderick  and  Leo  Purcell 
regarding  the  Edgar  Energy  Park. 

President  Faherty  advised  that  the  Manager  of  the  Edgar  Energy 
Park  had  been  invited  to  a  meeting  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Energy 
Committee  as  a  speaker. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  LeBlanc  spoke  on  the  pending  Fast  Track 
legislation  and  suggested  that  the  entire  Massachusetts 
Congressional  delegation  be  contacted  in  that  '  there  was  a 
possibility  that  if  Senator  Kerry  was  voting  the  wrong  way, 
others  might  also  and  noted  that  it  was  only  after  personal 
discussions  with  Congressman  Kennedy  did  he  change  his  position 
on  the  issue  and  that  the  guestion  should  be  re-put  and  re-stated 
to  the  entire  delegation. 

President  Faherty  urged  the  Vice  Presidents  to  contact  the 
Massachusetts  Congressional  Delegation  on  this  matter. 

V.P.  LeBlanc  recommended  that  meetings  be  held  with  each  one  of 
them. 

V.P.  Mahar  reported  that  he  had  met  with  the  IUD  in  Washington 
along  with  Congressman  Neal,  Congressman  Kennedy,  Senator  Kennedy 
and  Senator  Kerry  and  got  no  commitment  from  Sen.  Kerry.  He  also 
noted  that  he  had  high  praise  for  Congressman  Richard  Neal  for 
the  way  the  Congressman  is  building  a  relationship  with  Labor. 
V.P.  Mahar  also  noted  that  there  was  a  heavy  media  blitz 
occurring  stating  this  legislation  would  create  more  jobs  than  it 
would  cause  to  loose  and  noted  that  was  not  so  and  that  the  his 
Organization,  the  IUE  and  others  have  been  experiencing  job 
losses  such  as  General  Electric,  AUW  and  Foster  Grant  and  that 


newspapers  such  as  the  Globe/Herald/Lynn  Item  are 
brainwashing  the  public  with  misinformation  in  that  this 
legislation  would  create  more  American  jobs.  V.P.  Mahar  advised 
that  a  recent  editorial  in  the  Wall  St.  Journal  by  AFL-CIO 
President  Lane  Kirkland  had  been  an  excellent  response  and 
explanation  of  what  would  result  with  Fast  Track  and  suggested 
copies  of  this  editorial  should  be  forwarded  to  all  local  unions 
advising  them  as  to  how  their  Congressman/Senator  would  be  voting 
on  this  crucial  issue  and  that  real  pressure  had  to  be  put  on  the 
members  of  the  Massachusetts  Congressional  Delegation  and  also  to 
inform  the  public  that  American  jobs  are  leaving  the  scene  now 
and  that  it  is  misleading  that  jobs  would  be  created  and  that  just 
was  not  so;  he  further  suggested  that  President  Kirkland's 
editorial  be  sent  out  to  all  newspapers  and  noted  he  had  a  copy 
of  said  editorial. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  on  the  meeting  that  was  held 
with  Senator  Kerry  with  the  Machinists,  IUE,  UAW  and  ILGWU  and 
noted  Tony  Angelo  from  the  IUE  had  made  a  great  presentation  and 
that  Senator  Kerry  had  also  presented  information  and  that  he 
really  believes  such  legislation  would  create  more  jobs  and  that 
V.P.  Alman  from  the  ILGWU  had  really  put  it  on  Senator  Kerry  by 
reminding  him  that  Labor  had  supported  him  in  his  re-election 
bid. 

On  Solidarity  Day,  V.P.  Mahar  suggested  the  coordination  be 
centralized  and  that  he  had  prior  difficulties  booking  train 
passage  and  that  for  the  previous  Solidarity  Day  an  entire  train 
had  been  booked.  He  added  the  concept  of  booking  a  train  would 
be  an  attraction  for  people  to  go.  He  also  suggested  contacting 
the  Chairperson  of  the  Federal  Congressional  Transportation 
Committee  for  assistance.

President  Faherty  reported  a  problem  has  been  encounted  with 
buses  that  did  not  happen  during  the  first  Solidarity  Day  event 
in  that  regulations  have  been  changed  and  there  are  presently 
problems  with  buses  going  over  state  lines. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Felder  updated  the  Vice  Presidents  on  the 
status  of  public  employee  health  care  benefits  and  that  the 
legislature  was  due  to  vote  that  day  and  that  the  legislature  was 
still  looking  at  the  75%-25%  contributions  with  a  potential  of 
going  to  80%  or  85%-15%  in  six  months  which  would  both  include 
reduced  benefits.  She  also  reported  that  the  day  before  the  SEIU 
Local  285  and  509  along  with  the  AFSCME  Local  Unions  lobbied  at 
the  state  house  on  the  health  care  benefits  issue  and  that  last 
week  a  press  conference  had  been  put  together  by  the  public 
sector  unions  calling  for  a  cap  on  medical  expenses.  V.P.  Felder 
further  advised  it  was  a  consensus  that  there  would  be  some  kind 
of  cost-shifting  that  would  take  effect  shortly.  V.P.  Felder 
reported  that  the  public  employee  unions  have  signed  collective 
bargaining  agreements  presently  in  place  which  call'  for  the  90%- 
employer  -  10%  employee  health  care  benefits  package  and  noted 
lawsuits  would  certainly  be  forthcoming  if  the  per  centages  were 
changed.   She  also  suggested  a  public  employee  leadership  meeting 


be  called  in  that  past  meetings  were  of  the  public  employee  union 
lobbyists  and  not  leadership  and  that  public  employees  were  not 
really  strikers  and  the  issue  facing  public  employees  is  the  very 
same  issue  of  cost-shifting  which  caused  the  IBEW  and  CWA 
Telephone  workers/NYNEX  strike.  V.P.  Felder  advised  the  purpose 
of  such  a  meeting  would  be  to  discuss  cost-shifting,  furloughs 
and  layoffs.  She  further  reported  that  the  public  employee 
unions  were  lobbying  the  legislature  for  amendments  and  noted  the 
deep  frustration  of  the  public  sector  member. 

President  Faherty  noted  that  the  frustrations  of  the  public 
sector  employees  have  not  been  vented. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  President.   So  voted. 

At  this  time,  President  Faherty  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  that 
Representatives  of  IBEW,  Local  2322  would  address  the  members  of 
the  Council  regarding  a  request  to  waive  back  per  capita  dues  to 
the  Council. 

At  this  time,  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  six 
telephone  company  local  unions  had  been  out  on  strike  against  New 
England  Telephone  last  year  and  that  this  Local  Local  2322  did 
not  pay  per  capita  dues  for  the  period  of  four  (4)  months,  during 
the  time  of  the  strike  and  that  it  is  their  position  that  this 
per  capita  should  have  been  waived.  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes 
noted  the  Constitution  says  that  if  a  Local  Union  is  not  bankrupt 
then  the  per  capita  payments  should  be  paid.  He  noted  request  of 
waiver  had  been  previously  brought  before  the  Executive  Officers 
and  the  vote  was  one  of  not  to  waive  per  capita  payments  for  the 
4  months  in  question.  The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  that  he 
had  contacted  this  union  personally  to  discuss  the  dues  arrears 
and  that  local  has  a  philosophical  problem  in  that  dues  to  their 
International  Union,  the  IBEW  and  to  the  Central  Labor  Council 
had  been  waived  for  this  period  of  time  and  they  have  requested  a 
hearing  before  the  Executive  Council  to  present  their  request  for 
waiver.  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  also  noted  that  this  Local 
Union  had  informed  him  that  during  this  strike  a  clerical  worker 
had  to  be  laid  off  and  that  the  officers  never  took  a  paid 
salary;  they  paid  all  of  their  regular  monthly  bills  .such  as 
attorney  fees,  etc  and  that  the  International  Union  had  waived 
its  per  capita  with  them. 

Discussion  took  place  as  to  how  much  money  was  owed  in  back  per 
capita  and  the  Secretary-Treasurer  advised  it  was  $1,600. 

At  this  time  a  MMS  to  suspend  the  Regular  Order  of  Business  of 
this  Executive  Council.   So  voted. 

President  Faherty  advised  that  two  Officers  from  IBEW  Local  2322, 
President  Gil  Champagne  and  Vice  President  Bill  Dillon  were  there 
to  present  their  case  on  the  request  for  per  capita  payment 
waiver. 

At  this  time,  President  Champagne  and  Vice  President  Dillon 


addressed  the  Council  Executive  Vice  Presidents. 

They  advised  that  they  were  appearing  before  the  Exec.  Council  as 
a  result  of  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  making  a  presentation 
before  the  Local  2322  Exec.  Board  and  that  the  back  per  capita 
amount  was  $1,600  which  was  not  paid  during  the  NYNEX  strike  in 
1989.  They  reported  that  the  Local  2322  union  membership  had 
voted  to  take  the  position  to  not  pay  and  reguest  a  waiver  and 
informed  the  Council  that  other  organizations  had  in  fact  waived 
Local  2322's  per  capita  dues;  that  the  Business  Manager  and  Asst. 
Business  Manager  took  no  pay  during  the  time  frame  of  the  strike; 
a  clerical  employee  was  laid  off;  it  was  a  15  week  strike  and  the 
Local  expended  a  great  amount  of  money  and  that  they  felt  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  should  consider  waiving  the  per  capita  for 
that  time. 

Pres.  Champagne  and  Vice  President  Dillon  reported  that 
Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  had  offered  the  following  suggestions 
to  their  Local  (1)  the  Local  pay  the  back  per  capita  (2)  continue 
to  owe  this  amount  or  (3)  appeal  it  to  the  Exec.  Council  and  that 
they  had  selected  the  third  issue.  They  went  on  to  advise  they 
had  an  Exec.  Board  similar  to  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Board  and  that 
they  have  voiced  their  opinions  on  this  issue  and  their 
affiliation  with  the  Massachusetts.  They  noted  that  they 
personally  knew  of  the  efforts  that  have  been  put  forth  by  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  in  this  state  and  that  they  were 
commendable  and  noted  more  questions  have  been  raised  by  the 
decisions  not  to  waive  the  per  capita  by  their  Exec.  Board.  V.P. 
Dillon  advised  that  this  issue  has  been  discussed  not  only  at 
Board  meetings  but  at  membership  meetings  and  that  the 
overwhelming  questions  being  asked  by  Local  2322  members  is  that 
this  was  a  tough  time  for  the  local  and  why  should  they  have  to 
pay  per  capita  to  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  when  other  labor 
organizations  had  issued  waivers  and  that  they  had  expected  this 
issue  to  be  won.  They  noted  this  issue  had  been  ongoing  for  1 
1/2  years  now  and  they  were  looking  for  this  back  per  capita 
payment  to  be  waived. 

At  this  time  President  Faherty  read  from  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
Constitution,  specifically  Section  8  on  Page  8  and  noted  the 
words  because  of  financial  difficulty  should  be  noted.  President 
Faherty  noted  that  in  the  past  per  capita  had  been  waived  for 
locals  when  no  funds  are  in  their  treasury  and  that  he  had  no 
problem  with  late  per  capita  payments  being  made  and  that  the 
Council  had  to  adhere  to  the  Constitution  and  that  there  had 
never  been  a  waiver  for  per  capita  for  locals  during  a  strike 
unless  the  treasury  depleted. 

At  this  time,  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  that  the 
question  was  not  the  interpretation  of  the  Constitution  and  that 
the  issue  was  that  the  membership  of  Local  2322  feels  the  per 
capita  should  not  be  paid  and  should  be  waived  and  informed  him 
of  this  when  he  appeared  at  their  Board  meeting.  He  also  noted 
that  he  was  aware  that  the  Officers  of  this  local  did  not  receive 
pay  during  the  strike  and  that  a  clerical  employee  had  been  laid 


off.  He  also  reported  that  to  the  best  of  his  knowledge  as 
Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  during  his  term  in 
office  only  1  local  union  waiver  of  per  capita  was  issued  as  a 
result  of  a  strike  and  that  it  was  the  Eastern  Airline  Flight 
Attendants  Union  that  had  gone  bankrupt.  He  also  noted  that  SEIU 
925  had  also  gone  bankrupt  in  the  past. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  that  he  has  brought  this 
matter  to  the  attention  of  the  Exec.  Council  in  the  past  and  had 
gone  to  the  Local  Union's  Exec.  Bd.  Meeting  and  then  invited  the 
Officers  of  Local  2322  to  make  a  presentation  to  the  Council.  He 
advised  that  it  was  the  interpretation  of  the  Executive  Officers 
that  this  per  capita  had  to  be  paid,  even  if  it  was  paid  late  and 
that  the  Local  2322  membership  feels  that  if  they  were  on  strike 
they  did  not  have  to  pay  per  capita  during  that  time.  The 
Secretary-Treasurer  noted  this  Local  is  still  showing  4  months  in 
arrears  of  per  capita  to  the  Council. 

V.P.  Nigro  inquired  as  to  how  many  locals  were  out  on  strike  at 
that  time  and  were  any  other  per  capita  waived  for  these  locals. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  that  6  other  local  unions  were 
involved  in  the  strike  and  that  1  other  local  union  had  requested 
a  waiver  and  was  denied;  1  other  local  union  is  still  in  arrears 
and  that  the  4  others  were  OK.  He  went  on  to  report  that  his 
problem,  as  the  Secretary-Treasurer  of  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO 
was  that  if  waivers  were  granted  the  Council  would  have  to  budget 
for  potential  strikes  which  would  cause  a  financial  hardship  on 
the  Council. 

V.P.  Nigro  inquired  as  to  whether  Local  2322  was  able  to  pay  the 
back  per  capita  at  the  present  time. 

It  was  noted  the  Local  would  be  able  to  at  the  present  time. 

Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  advised  that  if  a  Local  Unions  go  on  strike  and 
do  in  fact  have  money  in  their  Treasury  and  asked  for  a  waiver 
and  it  was  granted,  they  could  break  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO. 

Local  2322  VP  Dillon  noted  that  his  membership  feel  that  because 
a  granting  of  a  waiver  had  not  been  done  in  the  past  does  not 
make  it  right  and  that  they  wanted  this  taken  into  consideration 
by  the  Council. 

Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  noted  that  in  the  Building  Trades  Unions  there 
was  50%  unemployment  and  the  locals  were  going  broke  and  that 
they  were  still  paying  their  per  capita  to  the  Council. 

The  Officers  of  Local  2322  inquired  as  to  the  only  time  per 
capita  payment  waivers  were  granted  was  when  a  local  union  goes 
broke . 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  advised  the  constitution  says  when 
unable  to  pay.  He  also  advised  the  Officers  that  their  Local 
Union  can  recommend  as  a  resolution  at  the  Council's  Convention  a 
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change  in  the  Constitution  and  that  they  did  in  fact  have  this 
right  to  file  one. 

V.P.  LeBlanc  advised  that  if  its  an  imposition  on  the  Local 
that's  one  guestion  and  that  in  his  over  30  years  in  the  trade 
union  movement  he  had  witnessed  and  participated  in  many  strikes 
and  that  the  unions  need  a  level  playing  field  and  cannot  change 
the  rules  that  are  in  place  and  that  unions  need  to  assist  each 
other. 

V.P.  Romano  suggested  this  issue  should  not  even  be  raised  at  the 
Council  Meeting  in  that  it  was  an  issue  of  raising  a 
constitutional  question  and  should  not  come  before  this  body  and 
that  it  should  go  to  the  Convention. 

President  Faherty  advised  that  the  Officers  of  Local  2322  were 
given  the  privilege  and  opportunity  to  present  their  request  to 
the  Council  and  that  the  Council  has  heard  cases  before. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  they  had  been  invited  by  the 
Exec.  Officers  to  the  Council  meeting  and  that  in  the  past  he,  as 
Secretary-Treasurer  had  reported  to  the  Council  and  Exec. 
Officers  regarding  this  matter  and  explained  his  side  and  that  he 
felt  it  was  a  clear  cut  case  but  also  felt  Local  2322  should 
present  their  case  first  hand  to  the  Council. 

V.P.  Romano  inquired  as  to  whether  this  was  a  financial 
impairment  to  the  Local. 

V.P.  Thompson  inquired  as  to  whether  this  local  union  foresees  a 
steady  decline  in  assets  or  would  be  going  broke. 

The  Officers  of  Local  2322  informed  the  Council  that  NYNEX  and  AT 
and  T  is  in  the  process  of  downsizing  which  would  result  in  a 
decline  of  membership  but  that  the  Local  treasury  will  not  be 
going  down  in  the  near  future. 

Exec.  V.P.  Lydon  inquired  as  to  whether  the  Local  Union  paid 
others  bills  during  the  strike. 

The  Officers  advised  that  they  did  not  pay  International  Union 
per  capita,  Central  Labor  Council  per  capita  and  that  the 
Business  Manager  and  Asst.  B.M.  were  not  paid  and  that  other 
bills  such  as  rent,  lawyer  fees  had  been  paid. 

At  this  time  the  Officers  of  Local  2322  thanked  the  Council  and 
left  the  meeting  room. 

Discussion  took  place  regarding  the  presentation  by  Local  IBEW 
2322. 

MMS  that  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Constitution  be  upheld  and 
that  this  Local  Union  be  required  to  pay  back  per  capita  dues. 
So  voted.  Unanimous.  No  discussion. 
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At  this  time,  President  Faherty  informed  the  Vice-Presidents  that 
a  presentation  was  to  take  place  during  the  Gompers-Murray-Meany 
Educational  Institute  by  the  Women's  Institute  for  Leadership 
Development  (WILD)  which  would  include  the  results  of  a  survey  of 
local  unions  co-sponsored  by  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO,  '  University  of 
Massachusetts  and  WILD  which  would  include  the  office  report  and 
results  of  the  survey.  He  advised  the  Vice  Presidents  that  the 
results  of  the  survey  would  be  presented  first  to  the  Vice 
Presidents. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  gave  a  snynopsis  of  the  WILD 
undertaking.  He  reported  that  several  years  ago,  Pres.  Emeritus 
Osborn  and  he  had  meet  with  WILD  to  determine  the  amount  of  Women 
in  Leadership  in  local  unions  in  the  Commonwealth  and  as  a  result 
confidential  surveys  were  distributed  through  the  offices  of  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  to  certain  affiliated  local  unions  and  that 
the  developers  of  the  survey  were  never  made  aware  as  to  which 
local  unions  were  selected  to  participate  in  the  survey;  their 
only  responsibility  was  to  come  up  with  the  analysis  of  the 
survey.  He  noted  that  prior  to  this  information  being  presented 
at  the  Educ.  Institute  the  Vice  Presidents  should  be  briefed 
first  hand  which  was  conducted  by  Dale  Melcher  and  Dan  Clawson  of 
the  Labor  Relations  and  Research  Center  of  the  University  of 
Massachusetts  at  Amherst. 

At  this  time,  Dale  Melcher  passed  out  copies  of  the  official 
Report  to  the  Women's  Institute  for  Leadership  Development  and 
noted  the  results  would  be  made  available  to  WILD,  CLUW  and  the 
Labor  Education  Program,  all  co-sponsors  of  the  survey.  She  also 
thanked  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  for  their  efforts  and 
assistance  in  the  project.  Dale  Melcher  went  on  to  explain  the 
initial  summary  of  finds  included  a  guarantee  of  confidentially 
and  that  the  final  returns  from  the  local  unions  that 
participated  were  sent  in  directly  to  the  Massachusetts  AFL-CIO 
office.  She  noted  the  purpose  of  the  survey  was  to  get 
information  on  how  to  get  woman  involved  and  active  in  leadership 
roles  in  local  unions  also  to  guery  local  union  officers  and 
leadership  regarding  barriers  and  level  of  participation  by  women 
also  to  address  the  educational  needs  of  unions  in  addressing 
these  problems. 

She  noted  the  researchers  wanted  the  information  that  came  out  of 
the  survey  to  be  useful  to  the  participating  co-sponsors  and  to 
be  used  to  develop  future  programs  and  policies  and  that  women 
need  unions  and  unions  need  women,  that  there  were  mutual  needs 
by  both  parties;  that  in  order  to  mobilize,  more  women  union 
organizers  were  needed;  in  the  past  women's  issues  were  being 
addressed  now  the  need  are  arising  more  for  family  issues;  very 
small  %  of  National  leaders  are  women;  in  Massachusetts,  women 
are  in  a  good  %  of  leadership  roles  in  %  numbers  of  their  female 
members . 

Dale  further  advised  that  200  surveys  were  sent  out  and  there 
were  94  responses  from  local  unions.  Also  at  the  present  time, 
women  in  some  leadership  positions  have  no  way  of  moving  up  and 
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gaining  skills  that  were  needed;  numbers  were  not  doing  badly  as 
women  stewards;  when  women  are  a  large  number  of  the  membership 
the  per  centage  of  women  leadership  is  low;  there  was  still 
limited  data  collected  on  black  and  minority  women.  That  more 
than  1/2  of  local  unions  surveyed  want  more  women  in  leadership 
roles  but  feel  women  should  take  more  initiative  and  need  more 
skills  training  and  that  indications  show  women  have  a  lack  of 
confidence. 

She  reported  that  this  research  was  done  as  a  tool'  for  education 
programs  for  unions  and  that  a  second  research  project  is  being 
discussed. 

Dale  Melcher  also  asked  the  Vice  Presidents  to  consider  what  can 
be  done  with  such  a  survey  and  would  appreciate  any  feedback  from 
them  as  they  read  it  more  in  depth  and  thanked  the  Council  for 
inviting  them  to  the  Council  Meeting  and  to  the  Institute. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Felder  commended  Dale  Melcher,  Dan  Clawson  and 
Cheryl  Gooding  for  their  participation,  research,  report  and 
attendance  and  advised  that  possibly  in  the  future  the 
Massachusetts  AFL-CIO  Executive  Council  could  determine  how  to 
use  this  survey  in  the  future. 

REPORT  OF  THE  SECRETARY-TREASURER ; 


Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  reported  this  month's  financial  report 
was  not  a  sterling  one  which  began  with  $12,000  and  ended  with 
$5,000.  He  noted  the  per  capita  was  also  falling  a  little  short 
this  month. 

The  Secretary-Treasurer  reported  attending  meetings  that  were 
held  around  the  state  regarding  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Trust 
Fund  with  President  Faherty,  Legislative  Director  Foley  and 
Richard  Rogers  and  also  presented  testimony  at  legislative 
hearings  on  U.I.  He  noted  the  Weld  legislation  on  UI  would  cut 
benefits,  tighten  eligibility  reguirements  and  decrease  the 
amount  of  dependents  covered.  He  also  noted  that  he  along  with 
the  President  and  Legislative  Director  have  had  many  discussions 
on  this  issue  and  if  the  bill  goes  through  and  is  not  funded 
adequately  the  Administration  will  attempt  to  cut  benefits.  He 
advised  this  is  a  very  big  labor  fight  and  that  this 
Administration  is  getting  more  money  for  training  from  the 
federal  government  but  was  still  cutting  programs  and  that  the 
amount  of  money  being  sent  from  Washington  is  being  determined  by 
the  numbers  who  are  on  the  unemployment  rolls. 

On  the  Health  Care  Conference  co-sponsored  by  the  Massachusetts 
AFL-CIO,  U-Mass.,  and  Northeast  Councils  the  impetus  ,  of  the 
conference  was  to  move  the  health  care  issue  debate  along  and 
noted  the  AFL-CIO  was  not  taking  a  strong  leadership  position. 
He  also  noted  that  SEIU  International  President  John  Sweeney  had 
also  participated  in  the  conference. 

At  this  time,  Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  welcomed  President 
Emeritus  back  and  that  Brother  Osborn  should  receive  recognition 
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for  the  success  of  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Scholarship  Program. 

Secretary-Treasurer  Haynes  also  reported  that  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO 
Scholarship  Golf  Tournament  had  raised  over  $14,000  and  that 
there  were  108  golfers  that  participated. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.  So  voted. 

REPORT  OF  THE  LEGISLATIVE  DIRECTOR: 

Legislative  Director  Foley  reported  that  it  was  his  feeling  that 
the  only  bill  coming  out  before  the  Legislative  session  ends 
would  be  the  bill  affecting  who  is  insured  and  who  is  not  under 
workers  compensation  and  that  this  bill  had  cleared  the  Senate 
yesterday.  He  noted  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  had  filed  this  bill  with 
the  Rate  Setting  Commission  which  would  assist  this  agency  in 
determining  who  is  insured  by  checking  a  computer  system  which 
would  give  the  information  immediately  and  not  through  the  prior 
ways  of  using  paper  index  card  systems. 

On  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Trust  Fund,  Director  Foley  noted 
that  the  new  Governor  would  be  coming  out  with  a  bill  and  that 
57%  of  people  now  unemployed  are  collecting  unemployment  checks 
and  if  the  Governor  makes  more  and  more  people  ineligible  to 
receive  unemployment  benefits,  it  could  go  to  44%  so  the 
unemployment  figures  would  look  like  unemployment  went  down.  He 
noted  the  Massachusetts  filed  a  great  bill  that  will  keep  the 
Unemployment  Insurance  Trust  Fund  on  track;  if  not,  UI  will  go 
broke  in  November.  He  reported  that  this  bill  was  filed  by 
Representative  Dan  Bosley  (D-No.  Adams)  and  co-sponsored  by  the 
Mass.  AFL-CIO  and  the  Associated  Industries  of  Massachusetts. 
Also,  that  everyone  was  talking  about  cutting  the  number  of 
dependents  and  on  the  elimination  of  4  weeks  of  benefits. 
Director  Foley  advised  that  the  Workers  Compensation  problems  are 
taking  up  much  of  the  time  of  the  officers  of  the  Council  and 
himself  and  meetings  on  writing  language  are  taking  place  two  and 
three  times  each  week  and  that  numbers  are  going  10  to  1  against 
labor  in  workers  compensation  issues;  on  the  health  care  coverage 
part  of  workers  compensation,  the  Director  noted  that. ,if  the 
legislation  is  passed,  deductibles  will  have  to  be  met  or  if 
disability  kicks  in  there  will  be  a  problem  with  waiting  periods 
and  further  noted  he  was  having  problems  with  the  Senate  Chair  of 
the  Committee  on  health  care  coverage.  Director  Foley  added 
everyone,  everywhere  was  looking  towards  cutting  benefits  in 
workers  compensation  including  the  Doctors,  Lawyers  and  Business 
and  that  there  could  possibly  be  a  serious  problem  with  partial 
settlements  in  that  no  other  state  has  had  it  on  the  books  since 
1985.  He  also  reported  discussion  has  taken  place  on  reducing 
the  benefits  level,  re-adjusting  COLA's  and  it  taking  9  months  to 
get  on  comp.  and  another  9  months  to  get  off.  Again,  Legislative 
Director  Foley  reiterated  the  amount  of  time  being  spent  on 
discussing  workers  compensation,  8  hours  a  day  two  days  a  week 
and  noted  that  John  Lewis  would  be  brought  in  to  assist  the  Mass. 
AFL-CIO  on  Workers  Compensation. 

The  Legislative  Director  reported  that  the  budget  would  probably 
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go  through  later  that  evening  and  would  be  on  the  Governor's  desk 
by  June  15th  and  that  the  Legislature  would  be  gone  by  July  4th 
and  possibly  be  back  in  the  month  of  October  and  noted  very 
little  other  business  is  going  on  in  except  for  the  budget.  He 
further  advised  that  both  Unemployment  Benefits  and  Workers 
Compensation  Benefits  would  again  be  taken  up  in  the  fall. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Chirillo  reported  that  he  had  a  copy  of  the 
Governors  proposed  bill  and  noted  it  was  one  of  the  worst  anti- 
labor  bills  he  has  seen  and  advised  that  the  members  he 
represents  are  lump  suming  out  of  workers  compensation  cases  just 
to  receive  some  money  to  survive  and  that  the  delays  are  still 
incredible  and  all  the  administration  wants  to  do  it  cut  benefits 
and  rates  and  do  nothing  to  help  the  systems. 

Director  Foley  reported  that  it  was  his  feeling  that  the  lump  sum 
area  would  not  be  affected  in  that  the  insurers  do  not  want  cuts 
nor  does  business  but  that  lumping  of  partials  will  be 
restricted. 

Exec.  V.P.  Farmer  advised  that  Senator  Pines  suggestions 
regarding  lump  sums  issues  only  affect  the  organized  union  people 
and  that  this  Senator  should  be  put  on  notice  regarding  the 
attack  on  the  wrap  affecting  benefits. 

Director  Foley  reported  the  wrap  arounds  could  be  a  problem  if  it 
is  attached  on  as  an  amendment  and  could  develop  as  a  serious 
issue  and  noted  that  he  felt  comfortable  that  we  could  protect 
this  procedure  through  possible  mediation,  alternate  disputes  or 
collective  bargaining  which  would  help. 

V.P.  Romano  inquired  as  to  the  latest  update  on  the  health  care 
benefits  co-payment  proposal  as  it  would  affect  the  MBTA. 

Director  Foley  reported  that  it  was  going  to  happen  and  be  75%- 
25%  along  with  mandated  benefits  and  that  he  felt  it  would  happen 
right  away.  He  noted  that  after  the  local  aid  pieces  are  dealt 
with  in  the  legislature  the  next  issue  to  be  finished  off  would 
be  the  cost-shifting  of  health  care  benefits  costs  which  he  felt 
would  sail  through.  He  also  advised  that  the  MBTA  piece 
regarding  impartial  Doctors  was  also  gone. 

V.P.  Romano  reported  that  it  was  his  feeling  that  the  whole  area 
of  public  employee  collective  bargaining  process  has  continually 
been  circumvented  in  that  what  is  gained  at  the  bargaining  table 
and  agreed  upon  by  labor  and  management  is  then  taken  away  by  the 
Legislature  and  that  this  is  an  ongoing  and  major  problem  for  the 
unions. 

President  Faherty  advised  that  on  the  public  employee  health  care 
issue  no  negotiations  are  even  taking  place  and  that  the 
Commonwealth  is  not  paying  any  attention  to  negotiated  contracts. 

Director  Foley  noted  that  the  Senate  Chair  is  stating  that  health 
care  benefits  are  a  privilege  for  employees. 
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The  Legislative  Director  reported  that  as  of  last  month, 
Massachusetts  has  been  listed  as  15th  in  manufacturing  for  the  15 
industrialized  states. 

V.P.  Mahar  noted  that  Senator  Lois  Pines  is  attempting  to 
interfere  with  the  Unemployment  Insurance  Legislation  which  G.E. 
has  under  contract  which  would  affect  their  negotiated  severance 
pay  benefits  which  are  part  of  a  nation-wide  contract. 

Discussion  took  place  as  to  the  fact  that  many  major  businesses 
had  made  early  payment  into  UI  and  that  is  where  additional 
monies  had  come  from. 

V.P.  Mahar  suggested  receiving  a  copy  of  the  list  of  business  who 
gave  money  into  the  fund  prior  to  their  having  to  do  so. 

Legislative  Director  Foley  advised  that  Secretary-Treasurer 
Haynes,  who  is  on  the  DET  Advisory  Board  could  possible  get  a 
copy  of  the  list. 

MMS  to  accept  the  Report  of  the  Secretary-Treasurer.   So  voted. 

MMS  to  refer  the  Communications  to  the  Exec.  Officers.  So  voted. 

At  this  time,  President  Faherty  welcomed  V.P.  McDevitt,  V.P. 
LeBlanc  and  V.P.  Foley,  who  he  had  advised  the  Vice  Presidents 
had  each  been  out  ill  recently,  back  to  the  Council  meetings. 

V.P.  Cardinal  suggested  congratulating  and  recognizing  V.P. 
Felder  and  V.P.  Kerr  as  the  1993  Gompers-Murray-Meany  Awards 
Recipients.  A  round  of  applause  in  tribute  to  the  recipients  was 
displayed.  It  was  also  noted  that  OPEIU  International  President 
John  Kelly  would  also  be  an  Awards  recipient  at  the  Institute. 

At  this  time,  President  Faherty  recognized  President  Emeritus 
Osborn  in  addressing  the  Vice  Presidents. 

President  Osborn  advised  that  labor  and  working  people  were  under 
seige  both  in  this  State  and  Nationally  and  that  he  was  trying  to 
assist  the  Council  and  Labor  wherever  he  could.  He  noted  that  a 
COPE  fundraiser  awards  event  had  been  designed  in  the  past  to 
raise  COPE  monies  and  that  again  this  year  the  event  would  be 
held.  He  urged  the  support  and  participation  of  the  Vice 
Presidents  in  this  event  and  appealed  to  them  to  look  at  this 
Fundraiser  event  request  as  their  own  union's  fundraiser  and  to 
be  generous  as  possible  in  the  efforts  to  bring  in  this  extra 
money.  He  reported  that  this  year's  event  would  be  a  boat  cruise 
around  Boston  Harbor  leaving  from  Rowes  Wharf  on  June  27  and 
would  honor  Sec.  of  State  Mike  Connolly,  Representative  Suzanne 
Bump  and  Congressman  Joseph  Kennedy.  He  added  the  price  of  the 
tickets  would  be  $100.00. 

Pres.  Emeritus  Osborn  also  noted  that  last  year's  event  helped 
the  Council  to  assist  Senator  Kerry  in  his  tough  re-election  bid 
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and  that  this  year  the  Council  would  be  actively  involved  in 
Senator  John  Olver's  election  to  Congress  in  the  1st 
Congressional  District.  He  further  announced  the  initiation  of  a 
Top  Twenty  Solidarity  Committee  fund  which  would  recognize 
individual  contributions  in  the  amount  of  $20.00  and  that  any 
volunteer  contributor  would  receive  a  parchment  recognition  for 
their  contribution  along  with  appearing  on  a  convention  booklet 
and  convention  recognition  board  to  be  posted  at  the  Mass.  AFL- 
CIO  Convention  and  would  be  added  to  the  Mass.  AFL-CIO  Leadership 
mailing  list.  He  noted  this  Top  Twenty  Solidarity  Committee 
would  be  strictly  voluntary  and  would  be  used  to  raise  extra 
monies.  '  -" 

Exec.  V.P.  Phinney  advised  that  general  treasury  fund  monies 
could  be  used  for  the  COPE  fundraiser  event. 

At  this  time,  V.P.  Dart  briefed  the  Vice  Presidents  with  an  up  to 
date  accounting  of  monies  received  from  International  Unions  to 
the  John  Olver  for  Congress  Campaign. 

Discussion  took  place  as  to  which  Internationals  had  sent  in 
money,  which  ones  were  still  needed  and  pledges  for  additional 
monies  from  various  Vice  Presidents  on  behalf  of  their  respective 
organizations  for  this  campaign  effort. 

MMS  to  adjourn.   So  voted.
